DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 6, 1 9-27 and 29-40 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The specific 
limitations of "enriching a liquid with at least one of oxygen and an oxygen/gas mixture 
to produce a gas enriched liquid" and "wherein the gas enhched liquid is l<ept under 
nitrogen atmosphere from the time of gas enrichment until a desired fill height in the 
container is reached" in the method as claimed in claim 1 and "a vat at least partially 
filled with a liquid pressured with nitrogen, said liquid being a gas enriched liquid which 
is enriched with at least one of oxygen and an oxygen gas mixture" and "wherein the 
apparatus is configured to maintain the gas enriched liquid under a nitrogen atmosphere 
from a time of gas enrichment until a desired fill height in the container is reached" in 
the combination as claimed in claim 30 are not anticipated or made obvious by the prior 
art of record in the examiner's opinion. 

For example Meheen (US patent 6,457,495) discloses a method for the 
preparation and bottling of beverages comprising filling a container with a gas enriched 
liquid and sealing containers. Meheen also discloses pressurizing the liquid with a 
nitrogen atmosphere while filling. 

Dekleva (US PGPub 2003/02321 14) discloses an oxygen enriched beverage. 

Clusserath (US Patent 6,474,368) discloses an apparatus for the preparation and 
bottling of liquids comprising a filling element having a liquid valve connected to a gas

chamber by way of a flow connection. Clusserath further discloses pressurizing a liquid 
with an inert gas during filling.
